Moſes and the 
children of Iſrael did fing becauſe che Lord had redeemed- 
them out of che hands of -haro2b, Exod. 15. and that which:

you not lyars. Dera and Barack: ſung, Fudg. 5. becauſe the 
Lord had delivered them, and had deſtroyed the Enemies of 
Iſrael: But what rule is this for you to ſing, who cannor be- 
lieve that ſin (which is Iſraels Enemy) can be deſtroyed in you 
while you live; and they that were redeemed unto God out of 
Kindreds, Tongues and Nations, (Rev. 14.3. & 15.

But 
what melody is there in your hearts unto God, ho are ſtran- 
gers tohis Spirit, and are filled with exceſs of the Wine. of the 
Fornication of the Whore, with which all Nations are become 
drunk, and do believe you cannot be cleanſed from it while 
you live. David when he was delivered, and did keep the ways 
of che Lord, and had not wickedly departed from his God, 
2 Sam.
